Owing to the fsct that denth reniltcd 
from snch a malignant diaeaae the fnne< 
ral of ttft beloved prelate took place 
leu than twenty-four hours after bis 
death. The remains were allowed to lie 
io state in the Cathedral from y o'clock 
Wednesday aigUt until 10 o'clock the 
next morniog. All the clergjr in New 
Orleans assisted at the high mass of 
rc^nicm, wiiieh waa otlebratad by the 
Right fter. OsslsTe Rousl. anidllary 
Bishop of New Orleans. The remalna 
were placed in a crypt beneath the high 
altar, where Arcnbishop Cbspelle's pre- 
decessor's are entombed. No clergy from 
outside the city were able to attend the 
funeral owing to the quarantine regnla-

Archbishop Chapelle is dead! This 
wes the startling news flashed from New 
Orleans to all the world at 1 o'clock 
Wednesday, and the saaoanecmsnt 
caosed profound sorrow where»er it was 
made. Whether it was in the United 
States or Canada, in Ireland where deeds 
of heroism are revered, in Rome where the 
prelate held high favor with His Holiness 
Pina X., under the Southern Cross of 
Anstnllsor in the far-olT Philippines, 
the news was received with regret. And 
A yet the sorrow was not unalloyed with 
joy. Tears of regret were abed of courae. 
Archbishop Chapelle wiU be nisMd by 
I the people of New Orleans and the peo- 
ple of Cuba. He will be missed by those 
conversant with aflfair-i of in Amer- 

ica and in Rome. Hut lie .lu- ! .1 hero's 
death, fighting for bis beloved people. 
He knew neither race iior color. His 
wlrale life was a sacmice iDr his fellow- 
man. Not aa hour elapsed between the 
•nnouncemeat of his death and the be- 
.ginning of a snecesslon of prayera for 
the repose of bis sonl. ConvenU end 
abbeya both in America and Europe at 
once besought the Most High God to 
grant the dead prelate eternal life. 
£temal rest give uuto him O Lord! And 
may perpetual light shine upon him! 
"That was the prayer echoed in every 
civilized language Wednesday in behalf 
of the Archbishop of New Orleans. 
Italy waa he a geed sbepbstd, staei he 

wss born in Prsace slatytbros years 

ago. He came to the United SUtes in 

io'>.* and studied for the priesthood at 
Mount St. Mary's College. Emmitsburg, 
Md. He wasordaiued iu iHfio. For five 
years thereafter he was on various coun- 
try missions. From 187ti to 1891 be hsd 
«barge of parishes in Washington, D. C, 
and tn Baltimore, la both cities be was 
highly esteemed and in both places he 
made the acqnaintance of many leading 
men. The Iste President McKinley was 
his personal Mead fo^ years. Ia 1801 he 
was nude Bishop Coadjutor of the dio- 
cese of Ssnts Pe an4 three years loter 
was aopointed BUhof of that diocese. 
In 14^, on the deaOi of Archbishop 
Jinwecs, Archbishop Chapelle was trans- 
ferred ,0 the arch-see of New Orleans. 
Not lon( after came the Spanish- Ameri- 
can wai^ When that struggle was over 
and thc'Unlted SUtes was left in 
«ioB of the Ihilippine Islands then 
naay delical! questions to settle be t ween 
the church aid State. It became aeeas- 
aary to sendw the Par Bast a raaa of 
broad leamintand piety, a man who was 
thoroughly Anerican and thoroughly 
Catholic. Sun a man was Archbishop 
Chapelle, wh( w£.s chosen by the late 
Leo XIII., of >les»ed memory, to visit 
the PbihpoincHs his apoatolic delegate. 
Later Cuba aii PortO Ilfeo were put 
under his cbar|. Three years he spent 
la settling the nestion of the prior lands 
ia the Phillpi^ aad slthongb the 
astter was aa Aeodlagly delicate ooe. 
Archbishop ChseUe sacc e eded adadr» 
ably in his mUon and Us work set 
with the full *>roval of the Vatican. 
In 1901 he was firved of the responsi- 
bilities of Papal elegate to the Philip- 
pines, but he cciinned until his death 
to act as PspallMegnts to Cuba aad 
Porto Rico. 

Dttfing bis St- in the Philippines 
Archbishop Chapw wss often thrown 
in oonUct with Stetary Taft, who waa 
then Oovcraor G^wal of the Islands. 
The two became ttlnute Meads, sad 
the friendship m% several yesrs sgo 
continued until S prelste's demise. 
When Secretary It visited New Or- 
leaus a yesr ago hens tendered s ban- 
quet by the people chat city, and Arch- 
bishop Chspelle waine of the principal 
speakers. Secretarjaft was also ten- 
dered a formal rec«iou at the archie- 
piscopal palace. 

His archdioceae taprisod 88,908 
sqnsie miles of terri^, or awire than 
the combined area of saton, New York 
and Philadelphia, p viaited every 
corner of it regularly { was thorongh- 
ly familiar with the tails of parish 
work in every town ai county of this 
immense territory. Th^rchblshop had 
returned from a tour of rt of jjig arch- 
dioceae last week when yellow fever 
plague began 'o assutOiiarming pro- 
portions. He b.%d plani^o Uke a few 
4ay's rest, but when hew thecoadl* 
tloBS that prevailed he d^ to renmin 
in New Orleans and aid anthoritles 
in combating the awfnlWugc hU 
presenos and words of ^ursgeo^it 
had a quieting effect on ay of the 
paople, but he proved a mi, to duty. 
On Friday night he exkibii.yg,ptoaj, 
oi the dread plague.

Immaculate Conception at Washington, 
D. C, will be formally dedicated next 
Thuraday. The college and convent 
baa been erected and will be conducted 
by the Dominican Fathers, and will be 
an important adjunct to the Catholic 
University St the National Capital. The 
new balldlag Is grand la Its simplicity, 
and has been pronounced by leading 
architects to l)e the greatest Gothic 
structure in America. It embodies the 
best of ancient types combined with 
niotlern ideas. The Very Rev. L. P. 
Kearney, Provincial of the Domican Or- 
der, will preside at the formal dedicatory 
ceremonica. 

Great intereat in the new college ia be- 
ing manifeated la evary dty where the 
white robed seas of 8t Domiaie have 
charehcs. The good work thst these 
priests hsve done in the past and are 
doing at present has impressed the peo- 
ple, and they desire to see the new con- 
vent and cnllcge become a aeat of learn- 
ing .such as St. ThomapAqaiaas estab- 
lished at Cologne. 

While the people of Louisville and 
Kentucky, revering as they do thcae 
good priests who hsve so loair presided 
over St. lK»is Bertraad's church in this 
dty aad St Roas's Coaveat In; Wash- 
lagton coaaty, rejoice to hear that the 
new college at Waabington is completed, 
thev regret that it may mean the removal 
of the students for the priestboo<l from 
Kentucky to Washington. The Ken- 
tucky Irish American hopes to be able to 
give a detailed account of the dedicatory 
cerenroniaa when they take place. 

For SB entire century the Domlaicaas 
have lived and Isbored in Kentucky. In 
IS05 they erected their House of Studies 
in Washington county. Then, as now, 
it was ut'der the patronage of America's 
first saint, St. Rose, of Lima. From St. 
Rose Dominican priests went forth to 
care for the spiritual welfare of the peo- 
ple in all directions. They labored all 
over Kentucky, andthdrfam^ aa preach- 
ers ^cead all over the United States. 
The Mght ftev. Bdward Domlaic Fea- 
wick, O. P., was appointed first Bishop 
of CindaaaU. Bs was one of the found- 
ers of St. Rose House of Studies. In 
11^12 the House of Studies was trans- 
ferred to St. Joseph's, at Somerset, Ohio, 
but the novitiate always remained at St. 
Rose. Centuries hence perhsps St. Rose 
and her lealona aona will get proper 
credit for their aefaleveaienta. In these 
days of hany to gnsp the slmigbty 
dollar vary UtlU attaatioa is paid 
by the Busses to whst the Dominicans 
have done toward Chriatianizing the peo- 
ple and in bringing order out of chaos. 
However, many of our Louisville people 
know what has been done here in Louis- 
ville by the Dominicans. The names of 
Fathers Dennis Joseph Meagher, Ray- 
mond Meagher, Joaeph Lily, Rooney, 
Fallon, O'Dwyer and many mora who 
labored here, bat who have aow passed 
to thdr etetaal laward, ere spokea of 
with ftvereace. Oar people love to 
hoaor wheaevar the oocaaion uffen the 
Very Rev. Father C. A. McKenna, 
Fathers McPeeley, Vallely, Logan, Fow- 
ler, Uourigan, McGill, Dunn, Flood, 
Heeney, Lawler and last, but by no 
means least, the Very Rev. J. R. Voir, 
the present Prior of St. Louis Bertrand's 
church. 

Thsse Domialcaaa are true aad tried. 
They an aasdfish. They give up all for 

rellgioa'a aake. Maay of them have had 
fortunea which they have resij^ned in 
order to care for the apiritual wants of 
the people. Unlike the secular priests, a 
Dominican has nothing of bis own. The 
property is possessed by the community 
in geueral. They can not accumulate 
individual wealth or property, and all 
moneys given them goes toward building 
new churches or in erecting and equip- 
ping their aehools and collcgse. Ndther 
do they acek preferment ia dignified 
podtioas la the diareh, yet these posi- 
tloBs sre sonethaes thrust upon mem- 
bers of ths order. The Right Rev. Lnke 
Concaaea, first Bishop of New York, was 
a Dominican. So waa the Right Rev. 
Richard P. Miles, the second Bishop of 
Nashville, and Bishop Allemany, of San 
Francisco, was likewiae a Dominican. 

The new College of the lamacnlate 
Conception has baaa bnilt oa ground 
purchased by the Very Rev. Proviudal, 
Fathar L. P. Kearney, three years ago. 
The ground alone cod |18,000,' and' on 
this dte the Dominicsns have erected a 
J300.000 structure. Father Kearney, by 
the way, is a Kentuckiaa. His parents' 
home is at Lexington. He has the Ken- 
tucky gift of oratory and the IrUh gift of 
faith in his religion. Father Richard 
Meaney, O. P., the supervising archited, 
is another Kentnckian and a Leeisvillc 
boy at that. 



While it is pneUodly oertda that the 
aodtiete will be removed inm St Rose 
to Weebingtoa, it is slso eertdn that the 

Dominicans will continue indefinitely to 
maintain a convent at St. Rose. The 

Very Rev. Father J. P. Vallely, well and 
probably known here as a former prior 
of St. Louis Bertrand's Convent, has 
been chosen to succeeil I'ather Larpen- 
ter aa Prior at St. Rose.

The foUowlag letter from Rome to the 

Catholic Standard and Timet, of Phila- 
delphia, will doabtleas prove of interest 
to the lesdofls of the Koatadiy Irish 
American: 

Last week, thinking our readers would 
take aadeep an intereat aa onrselvea ia 
the art ezhlMUoa opea at the fanKyis 
BenedicthM Abbey at Qrottoferatta- a 
small town aodllng enoag the Albaa 
hills that ddlghted the Archbishop of 
Philadelphia so much — we ad out to 
spend H (\ay among the Old BMSlOfO Of 
Italo-Byzantine art. 

The abbey dates from the tenth cen- 
tury, when the Greek monks of the rule 
of St. Basil, driven by the Saracens 
from Calabria, were wandering through 
Itdy, with Abbot Nilus at their head, in 
aeaich of a retreat. The adnta dwaya 
lovod the beauties of nature, and Nllns { 
was ao exception. Sedng the beautiful 
situation of Grottoferatta, high up among 
the shades of the Alban hills, looking 
down on the Eternal City, some fifteen 
miles away across the Catupa^nn, he re- 
solved to abide there. Since that day 
the praises of Crod have rung out night 
and day in the lovely retreat in the lan- 
guage of Homer and Demosthenes. For 
by the peradadoa of the Holy See the 
monka yd are the Greek tongue aad 
worabip according to the Greek rite. 

A half-hour'a drive from the first of the 
hill ;owna, Fraacati, brings us to Grotto 
feratta. It~ is a surprltie to find the 
ab)>ey a great fortress-like building, forti- 
fied by a trench and surrounded by a 
huge wall with four strong towers at the 
angles. However, we become quickly 
recondled to the situation on recdling 
the fad that the abbeya of old 
fdled to eaerdaa a atroBf 
power over aarauding beada aad god- 
less princes. This abbey once attracted 
even the Hmperor Frederick 11., aad wee 
almost completely looted by that pagaa' 
izing monarch in the thirteenth century. 
Three hundred years afterward Car- 
dinal dcila Rovere, being appointed 
abbott, began the ddeuses of the monss- 
tery, bnt on being elected Pope he left 
thrai incomplete ss we see them todey. 

Odded by one of the comteons fkthers 
in his black robes and flowing beard, we 
cross a courtyard adorned by a colossal 
bronze statue of St. Nilus and enter a 
suite of rooms where a collection of the 
rarest gems of the Byzantine age are to 
be found. The ezhibita conaist of church 
veataMBta esteadiag back to different 
agsOiSOBM evaa to the seeoad century; 
of nsansedpts in OreA, oooo eaacnted 
by the hsnd of Nilus himself la the tenth 
century, others going back to the fifth 
and sixth centuries; of ancient chalices, 
ciboriunis and patens of crude form, re- 
calling vividly the days of the Catacombs 
and primitive Christians; of exquisite 
pdntings, mosaics and drawings, in 
which the Madonna and Greek Patliers 
predominate, that bring ua backward till 
we are led ia the dark bodaon of the 
dawn of Christiaaity; ef aadeat oroaiers 
aad reliquariea ezquidtely ereo ato d ia 
bone. Every room ia a small world in 
itself, for tbe artists of old worke<! not 
for their own age, but for the future, and 
we are reaping the benefit. The exhibi- 
tion is simply magnificent, and well it 
should t>e. Contributions have been sent 
from almost every place in Itdy to en- 
hance the exhibition and assid the good 
moaks to worthily mark the tea oeaturiea 
of theh rasidoaoe ia Onttoferattai From 
thaVatioan mnseam evea to the mlaia- 
tnre c oU ect ioBa la the hill towaa, all 
have entmated priceless tiaeOBlOS Of srt 
for the good work. 

Although we do not expect to give sny>- 
thing but the faintest general idea of the 
beauty and variety of this rsre collection, 
we csn act fbrbear menHoBihyaftw per- 
ticular eshifaitB thai doserva spodd st- 
tention.

There is another place of iatered to all 
. vidtors. It is tbe chapel painted by the 
'famous Domenichino. To Csrdlnal 
Odoardo Farnese, ever the patron of art 
and belles lettres, we owe these beautiful 
frescoes which portray so vividly the life 
of St. Nilus. One in particular ia well 
worthy of notice. It rccalla the tneeting 
of the Bmperor Otho UL sad tiie aged 
Nilua. The cordial embrace ef the adnt 
aad the BMMsrdi, the brilliant group of 
courtiers sad monks, the lovely Itslisn 
scenery— all make a brilliant scene of 
mediaeval times and manners. But the 
interest does not stop here. Like Michael 
Angelo and da Vinci, Domenichino had 
the little habit of introducing into his 
pictures persons of his acquaintance for 
whom he had a special like or dislike, in 
dignified podtiona or otherwise. In this 
fraseo we discover, accordingly, a 
Brother Fllippo Moretti, whom he 
loved, personstiag Abbot Nilus; the 
noble looking fellow leaaiag on the Em- 
peror's horse represents Guido Reni; he 
himself holds the bridle, while a female 
figure among the si-cctators is the por- 
trait of his betrothe<l, ,m inhabiiant of 
Fraacati whose family live there yet.
